Sources referred to herein have furnished 
reliable information in the past. 


Source One advised on January 13, 1969 that 
the telephone company had installed a relay unit in the 
building at 1091^ Garvey Boulevard, El Monte, California, 
which had been leased by the NSWPP; that the relay unit 
would be used to operate a recording unit provided by 
the NSWPP, Arlington, Virginia, to transmit a message 
by telephone when a certain number was dialed. The 
message was called the White Power Message. It was 
Indicated that one unit was already installed in NSWPP 
headquarters in Arlington. According to this source, 
the message could be changed daily, weekly, or at random. 

The relay unit could handle up to twenty calls at one time, 
so twenty callers could dial and listen to the message at 
the same time. The messages to be used on the recording 
unit were to be sent from headquarters in Arlington, 
Virginia. The headquarters was to designate the particular 
messages to be transmitted in a certain area. The head¬ 
quarters would prepare the recordings to suit their purposes 
for a specific area. The telephone number to be used in 
listening to the recording was to be made available to the 
public through newspapers and literature. 
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The "NS Bulletin", official organ of the NSWPP, 
dated January 15, 1969 advised that no local fund raising 
would be permitted. All dues and contributions would continue 
to be sent directly to National Headquarters. Solicitation 
of pledges "’for suppo rt of White Power Message ui) lts_would be

permitted only when a Party representative holds a letter 
of authorization from the National Leader, Other fund 
raising was strictly forbidden. 


Source Two advised on January 21, 1969 that Joseph 
Tommasi of the NSWPP in El Monte, stated that Dr. William 
Pierce had telephoned and advised Tommasi not to rent a 
telephone answering machine from the telephone company 
because the telephone company would yank it out as soon as 
the Jews put pressure on them. Dr. ^Pierce was to have a 
telephone answering machine company contact Tommasi. 

Source Two advised on January 29, 1969 that at a 
NSWPP meeting held on January 25, 19&9 at 1091^ Garvey Boulevard, 
El Monte, Tommasi advised that their telephone answering 
machine which was to arrive cost $300, and that the National 
Headquarters paid half the cost. He said that the Los Angeles 
Unit, NSWPP, owed only $150 on the. machine. 


Source Two advised on February 5* 19^9 that at a NSWPP 
meeting on February 1, 1969 , held at 1091^ Garvey Boulevard, 

El Monte, California, Tommasi stated that Party members had 
distributed Party literature which gave the phone number to 
call for the White Power Message. He stated that the telephone 
had been ringing continuously all day. He said more literature 
would be distributed, and If the response continued, he would 
have to get more telephone lines to handle all the calls. 

He said this would cost $15 a month more for each additional 
line. Tommasi said he had written to newspapers In the Los 
Angeles area complaining about the White Power Message, but 
had written them to sound as though he were Jewish. He said 
that if the papers printed the letters, it would mean more 
publicity for the Party. Tommasi further said that a Los

Angeles man had written he was willing to donate $1,000 
to the Party, but Tommasi had written back and advised 
that the $1,000 should be sent to National Headquarters 
and that if the man desired, he could send $50 to him 
(Tommasi). At this meeting, Tommasi said the telephone 
bill for the past month was $52 and the rent was due on 
February 3, 1969; that he was going to take a collection 
because he did not have enough money to cover both bills. 

The collection yielded $47. 

Source One advised on February 3 , 1969 that at 
an NSWPP meeting held at 10914 Garvey Boulevard, El Monte, 
on February 1, 1969, Tommasi said that Headquarters in 
Arlington, Virginia, was making some special stickers 
having the telephone number of the White Power Message in 
El Monte and would send them out. Tommasi said that some 
man had called and told him he was donating $1,000 to the 
Party. Tommasi said he told the caller to send the check to 
Arlington, Virginia because they could not take any donations 
out here. Tommasi did not name the person calling. During 
the meeting, there were around fifty to seventyfive calls 
for the White Power Message. 

Source Two advised on February 11, 1969 that Tommasi 
stated on February 8, 1969 that the telephone number for the 
White Power Message was changed ty the telephone company as 
the old number was so busy it affected telephone service of 
other telephone numbers near it. He said he had reserved 
a block of numers so more answering machines could be Installed. 
He said he needed $75 so he could install another answering 
machine. Two persons present were willing to donate a total 
of $60 toward the answering machine.

Source One advised on February 18, 1969 that 
Tommasi stated on February 15 , 1969 that he had contacted 
the telephone company and had reserved a "rotary testing 
unit" with five numbers in sequence. He said this would 
involve getting five more "message units" from National 
Headquarters in Arlington. Tommasi said the telephone 
company recommended that he reserve the "testing unit" 
because the telephone line the Party then had for the 
White Power Message was receiving such a large number of 
calls that it was burning out the line at the switchboard. 
Tommasi said that National Headquarters was printing 4,000 
new cards with the new number of the White Power Message. 

The cards which National Headquarters had previously printed 
were no longer any good since the number had been changed. 

The new number was 443-4244. 

Source Two advised on February 26, 1969 that 
Tommasi stated on February 21, 1969 at an NSWPP meeting 
that more money was needed to acquire another answering 
machine and he asked Party members to supply funds. Some 
of those present contributed and then Tommasi said he had 
enough money for another answering machine and for a telephone 
hook-up. 


The "UCLA Daily Bruin", a campus newspaper at the 
University of California at Los Angeles (UCLA) dated 
February 28, 1969 contained an article reflecting that a 
classified advertisement for a "White Power" telephone message 
had been "pulled" from the paper due to its racist content, 
after it had appeared in some issues. The advertisement 
listed a telephone number to call to receive a sixty second 
taped message from the NSWPP. The advertisement was reportedly

placed by Tommasi of El Monte, according to the article. 

When the number was called,•the speaker identified himself 
as William Pierce and as being third in command with the 
American Nazi Party.(see appendix under NSWPP). 

The article advised that in the message. Pierce be 

warns that "on college campuses all over America today, b?c 

education is giving way to anarchy and chaos as gangs of black 
thugs, sparked by a few Jews, wreak total havoc even where 
they are only a tiny minority of the student body." He 
concluded, "Let's clearly understand that there is only one 
effective way to deal with the rampaging blacks on our campuses 
and in our cities - and'that is to kill them". 

According to this article, Tommasi said he believed 
the decision to pull the advertisement was a violation of 
his civil rights. He admitted to being a member of the "Nazi 
Party" and that he hated Jews because "they're Communists". 

Source Three advised on March J, 1969 that he had 
tried to contact the NSWPP message number 444-0438, but the 
Operator would advise the number had been changed to 443-4244; 
that when the latter number was called;.; there was a busy signal.

I I telephonically advised that the message obtained 

by dialing number 443-4244 was a recording made by Dr. William 
Pierce in behalf of the NSWPP advocating the killing of Negroes 
and Jews to curb present canpus unrest in the United States and 
giving Post Office Box 5505, Arlington, Virginia as a source 
of further information. 

On March 23, 1969, the "Los Angeles Times", a newspaper, 
carried an article headlined "Court Ban Sets Stage for Hate 
Message Test". The contents of the article are as follows: 
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Nazi Part/ Telephone 
Yanked Out After Tape 
Calls for Race War

It all stems from action taken 
recently by the state attorney 
general's office which brought at 
least a temporary halt here in a 
propaganda program sponsored by 
the National Socialist White Peo¬ 
ple's Party, alias the American'Nazi 
Party. 

The attorney general obtained a 
court order (o have an El Monte 
phone removed on March 13. Since 
about Feb. 14 the phone had offered 
recorded messages calling for race 
war, if necessary, to prevent a 
mixing of the races. 

Extremity Increases 

About two weeks ago the record¬ 
ings grew more extreme, ending 
with this-slatement by Dr. William 
Pierce, the ideological officer of the 
NS WPP: 

"Let's clearly understand that 
there is only one effective way, to 
ileal with the rampaging blacks on 
our campuses and in our cities, and 
that is to kill them." 

Lew enforcement officials, who 
had said the messages were protect¬ 
ed fv the Fjrst Amendment to the 
U.£ ConstituTion, finally made their

Tapper “’id Bernard " P ~ K trr/.;ne 
obtained a court order from Munici¬ 
pal Judge Bonnie Lee Martin, who 
ruled that the message was a 
violation of California law in that it 
was designed to "instigate or encou¬ 
rage the perpetration of an unlawful 
act." 

The phono, registered to Joe 
Tommasi at 10914 Garvey Ave., El. 
Monte, was disconnected March 13. 
Tommasi is a senior at El Monte 
Union High School and the El 
Monte leader of the NSWPP. . 

Under California Public Utilities 
Commission Rule 31, Tommasi has 
until Frida)- to appeal the decision. 

Pierce, who was reached at his 
headquarters'in Arlington, Va., told 
The Times the NSWPP will appeal 
the decision. 

Could Set Precedent 

If the case goes to court it could set 
a precedent in limits to which law 
enforcement officials may go to con¬ 
trol hate messages. 

Prior to the action by the attorney 
general's office, officials in both that 
office and the Los Angeles District 
Attorney's office, as well as Pacific 
Telephone Co., had said they were 
powerless to act. 

■ "God knows I wanted to stop it," 
said Charles Bitner, chief investiga¬ 
tor for Pacific Telephone, "but there 
was nothing we could do." 

Bitner said the tariffs under which 
the phone company operates in 
California require the company to 
lease recorded message devices to 
anyone who applies, and the compa¬ 
ny has no jjujiijic.tion over the 
contents of tfie messages. 

The company leases the equip- 
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merit for a relatively, loiv 
cost and there are literally 
thousands of the recorders 
in use for legitimate pur¬ 
poses, such as theater 
programs and doctor's 
messages. > 

"We tried awhile back to 
require the people broad¬ 
casting tjie message to 
give their name in the 
recording," noted George 
Donnelly, assistant vice 
president in charge of 
public affairs for Pacific 
Telephone. "But a Califor¬ 
nia Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion in 196S threw that 
out. /■•.', , 

?, "The court ruled that 
such a requirement was an 
abridgement of the indivir 
dual's right to free speech,. 
as guaranteed by the First 
Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution," be said. < 
The First Amendment 
formed the basis for legal 
barriers to ending the 
messages. There is one 
California law which pro¬ 
hibits acts aimed at pro¬ 
moting violence, but offici¬ 
als did not. believe they 
could win a conviction 
under that law. 

, Harry Wood, chief of the 
appellate division of the 
Los Angeles District At¬ 
torney's office said that in 
addition to proving the 
person incited violence, 
the state also would have 
to prove that the circum¬ 
stances under winch the 
act occurred were such as 
to make the act effective. 

Miles J, Rubin, a senior 
assistant to state Alty. 
Gen. Thomas ■ Lynch and 
supervisor of Los Angeles 
activities by the attorney 
general's staff, agreed es¬ 
sentially with Wood. 

"Unless you have a clear 
and present danger of 
action, y o u .» r o b a b 1 y 
couldn't prosecute," he 
said. "It would be awfully, 
awfully hard to make it 
stick?-* -- J! 


'Tniiciafs kept watch on 
the messages. A few days 
after the recording sug-' 
gosling that the only effec¬ 
tive way to deal with the 
racial crisis is to kill the 
blacks, the attorney gener¬ 
al’s office made its move. 

Thus on the basis of one 
message the NSWPP was 
put out of the telephone 
propaganda business in 
Los Angeles, although oth¬ 
er agencies still offer simi¬ 
lar messages. 

"We doubt very much 
that the attorney general i 
can enforce this," Pierce | 
told . The Times during a 
telephone interview. 

"We have been pretty 
careful about the word- 
ine," be said. "We didn't 
tel) people to go kill any¬ 
body. Wc merely said 
that’s the only effective 
way to deal with the 
problem" 

Pierce said the "service" 
has been offered in three 
metropolitan areas — Dos 
Angeles, Washington, 
D.C., and Racine. Wise. He 
said those locations were, 
selected because local par¬ 
ly leaders were ready to 
begin the operation. 

Prior to removal of the | 
phone here. Pierce said 
the party planned to ex¬ 
pand the service within 
six months to every major 
metropolitan area in the 
country. 

He said his organization 
decided to broadcast the 
messages when it became 
"apparent that we were 
already in the early stages 
of what will develop into 
race war." 

"We would prefer that to 
a mixture of the races," he 
told The Times. 

One of the messages 
used here suggested that 
"race war is a small price 
to, pay" to insure a whit e 
ArfTcrlca. ‘ 


To hear the messages, 
one needed only to dial the 
number. The rest was 
automatic. 

Knowledge of the num¬ 
ber was spread largely by 
word-of-mouth, although 
the El Monte number was 
printed in at least one 
college newspaper. 

The UCLA Daily Bruin 
ran the number in a 
classified ad until Editor 
Mike Levett learned of the 
nature of the message. It 
was then removed. 

The state moved to halt 
the program in the same 
way it acts against 
bookies. In bis formal 
announcement, Lynch put 
it this way: 

" Recorded telephone 
hate messages are not new 
and most of them are pro¬

The "White Power Message", a taped phone message on 579 2370 is operating 
from the new location. The newest hate message, recorded by "Dr. William 
Pierce" (IDF) of national headquarters In Arlington, Va., Is transcribed 
below:

PEOPLE'S PARTY. 

Violent crime here in the Los Angeles area is now climbing faster 
than it ever has before. In the last two years, according to the 
latest FBI Crime Report, homicides and robberies in this area both 
increased by 50 per cent. The same FBI Crime Report reveals that, 
man-for-man, negroes commit sixteen times as many of these violent 
crimes in our cities as whites do. Now what are we going to do 
about this? Every year there are increases in the size of our 
police force, every year there are Increases in handouts to the 
blacks and in Jobs and job training opportunities "for them. Black 
crime keeps soaring beyond all limits. Let me tell you something, 
neither Mr. Nixon nor Mr. Reagan nor all the crime study commissions 
and special task forces put together by all politicians in V/ashington 
and Sacramento are going to make a dent in black crime either. I 
know that this is so for the following simple reason. None of these 
people are willing to face the elementary truth about the cause of

Because the fact 
remains, until we have taken the blacks, all of 
them, out of America, our cities are going to 
remain Jungles.
